tSTAmciigat real progressives there is usu- 
ally some honesty aud sincerity; but these 
pseudo-progressives, who are only in pursuit 
of party objects, have do honesty about their. 
They enlist negroes to till up the army, and 
they tell us very smoothly that It is to relieve 
white men of part of the burdcr ; that the ne 
gro owes service to the Government, just as 
all subjects do, no matter what their condi 
tion. 

The real motive does not appear in all that. 
The purpose is to destroy slavery, by arming 
the negro, and to do what is most insulting ts) 
the enemy. It eratifles party pride to irnict 
on rebels the greatest mortillcation. Sub- 
tract these motives and negroes would not be 
employed. They would not be depended on 
in such a contest; for really the mere of them 
the worse. Without them there would be 
fewer enemies to light, and less determination 
to keep up the contest; whilst, In fact, all that 
are enliste'd will add more weakness than 
strength to the Union armlos. 

They need not tell us of ths willingness cf 
the white man to light by the side of the ne- 
gro; but they do not believe it, and the facls 
are otherwise, as any honest inquiry would 
show. 

Some of the radicals do not hesitate to leak 
out the motive at xha bottom of all thi*. Still 
opposition to this rueoeure is set down &s iac- 
tiouf ; as, ia iac;, disloyal. Now, the party in 
power knew, before adopting any ol these 
progressive measures, that they were repug- 
nant to more than half the real friends of the 
Union.

not pay specie iu ten years; and some mem- 
bers, Mr. Boutwell, of Massachusetts, particu- 
larly, proved that the Government must fail 
to pay the interest In coio, on the public debt, 
even during the next year, with the present 
policy. 

We have great need of more buildings in 
this city, but no one could build now wlthsut 
a cost twice as great as in ordinary specie- 
paying times. In ten years the building 
might not bring half what it cost The 
scarcity and high price of labor must prevent 
tbe building of any more factories or the con- 
struction of public improvements. 

There is a great lack of lumber, not because 
there is no lumber In the upper country, but 
becausa ths river has not been at a suitable 
stage for ratling In any portion of the last 
year daring the season when it could be 
brought out of the Allegheny. If the spring 
and June rise should fall this year, as last, we 
shall be forced to use something besides pine, 
or cease building altogether. But until the cur- 
rency is settled and we come back to a specie 
basis, it can't make much difference whether 
there is any river at all. 

Mechanics get pretty good wages, but two 
dollars now will bay but little if any more 
than one dollar will in ordinary specie paying 
times. It will be for the people generally to 
gay bow much further downward they will al- 
low the currency to go without washing their 
hands ot it. 

The courts have decided that contracts may 
require payments in gold, and It is very easy 
for men to come back to the specie standard 
when they please, if they are out of debt. 
Batiks can even return to it, resume specie 
payments, loan money payable In gold or coin, 
and, as in California, have nothing to do with 
a depreciated currency. The people will prob 
ably have to come to this standard, and they 
had better begin to prepare for it. 

f^"A meeting is called in Harrison county 
to oppose the action of the Central Committee 
here. The call is signed by forty names. They 
say: 

From the temper evinced by the Conven- 
tion at Louisville, 18th of March last, towards 
Cravens, one of the Peace Democrats, who 
attempted to address that body, these gentle- 
men know that the Union men of Kentucky 
have no respect for that faction of bankrupt 
and defeated politicians. We say the Union 
men of Kentucky, such as are for overthrow- 
ing the rebellion at any cost, at all hfatrds, 
and by the use of every means necessary tor 
accomplishing the purpose, despise the Peace 
Democracy aud its leaders, aud that Messrs. 
Gnthrie A Co. knew this when they issued 
said call. They knew they had no power or 
authority- to unitothe Union men ot Kentucky 
to the Vallandigham Democracy, and they 
know full well that the meaning of the schema 
is to identify Kentucky with the rebels and 
their coadjutors. 

Exactly sol Notwithstanding they pretend- 
ed to rejoice in one of tholr resolutions over 
the success of the Democrats. They did per- 
petrate the absurdity of insulting one of these 
very Democrats, who had been invited to ad- 
dress the meeting. 

We saw at the time that the passage of the 
resolution was a fraud. They showed plainly 
they didn't mean what they resolved. These 
entlemeu confirm what we said at the time.

In 
that they may be very much deceived. They 
have one advantage in general. The most 
ultra carry the day in revolutions. 

But if these men are right now their plat- 
form was a fraud. They deliberately put on 
record what they did not intend to stand by 
That is a charge they can't deny. 

K?~The meeting in Boyle county to send 
delegates, in accordance with the call made 
by the Committee here, was a failure. Dr. 
Breckinridge opposed (ending delegates to 
Chicago; so did J. F. Bell. The speech 1 of the 
latter, considering his antecedents, was a 
queer affair. What does he think now of the 
great constitutional right of slavery in the 
Territories? Didn't we tell him at the time 
to stop, or that all rights would be lost in tbe 
din of revolution? But neither he nor his 
party would listen. Now he is opposed to 
meeting the men of the North, opposed to the 
extremes of the Administration. He Is as far 
wrong now as he was then.

■Lieut. Wm. 
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Important Legislation in Wbst Vir- 
ginia.— The West Virginia Legislature 1 
acjourned, after a session of forty-five days, 
being exactly the period prescribed by the 
Constitution. Besides resolutions, they pass 
ed forty-eight acts. The general appropria- 
tion bill amounts to $190,345. Special appro- 
priations to the amount of $1S,000 were also 
made. We condense from the Wheeling In 
telligencer the following facts: 

The tax law passed on the 2U:h ult. imposes 
a tax of thirty cents on every hundred dollars 
of all real ana personal estate, besides s school 
tax of ten cents on the hundred dollars, and a 
capitation tax of one dollar on all malts, 
black or white, of the age of twenty-one and 
upward. Insurance and Express Companies 
are required to make special returns of the 
business transacted by them, and on the 
amounts so returned they are to pay s tax of 
three per cent., and are then to be exempt 
from county levies, school tax, or any S^ue 
tax, besides that imposed by this law. 

By an act parsed January 2r».h, and amend- 
ed February 'l b, the supervisors of every 
county are authorized, from time to time, 
during the war, to borrow money tor the sup- 
port aud relief ot soldiers' families, and the 
payment of beunties to soldiers who have 
volunteered or may hereafter do so. The act 
gives the supervisors ample rowers to provide 
for the payment of such loans by county 
levies. 

The cost of the entertainment given by

The facts as 
related to us last night were, that Wi l am By- 
beck, who resided on the Salt river road, «.ven 
miles fiom the city, wa? in some way ; n.!> i d 
to a man whose mue we did not learn, f 1 5. 
terday evening the latter proceeded to the- 
house of the foimcr and demanded the sa m v 
due him. Tho parties got into a ditticiUy in 
regard to the amount, when the man whuse 
we did not learn drew a laiye bowle 
knife and cut the throat of William Bvbeck 
from ear to ear, causing instant death, lie 
then cut his own throat, and the two men fell 
dead but a short distance from each other. 
The Coroner proceeded to the scene of the 
tragedy to told an Inquest, but had not re- 
turned up to tbe time ol tbe present writing, 
atd we were consequently unable to learn the 
full particulars. 

P. 8. — Since the above was In type the Coro- 
ner has returned from the station Laconia 
where the tragic affair was committed. From 
him we learn that the name of the murder* r 
and suicide was Jacob Frank. At the late 
hour at which the Coroner returned we were 
unable to get from him the testimony before 
his jury, but learn that Wm. Bybeck was 
stabbed in tbe heart and not in the neck as 
stated above. 

Shocking Accident.— A shocking accident 
occurred at the Nashville depot yard about 
half-past seven o'clock yesterday morning, 
which resulted In the almost instant death of 
a little girl ten years of age, by the nsm». of 
Mary Aun Melvin, who has been in the habit 
of peddling apples and other eatables to sol- 
diers arriving at and leaving the depot. Yes- 
terday morning she attempted to cross in 
front of the yard engine, which was at the 
time being used lu switching the cars, and 
in some way slipped.

Exchange of More Prisoners. 



XXXVIIIth 

Washington, March 2i. 
HOUSE. 

The House, on motion of Mi. Blnir, from 
the Committee on the Judiciary, was instruct- 
ed to enquire into the expediency of propos- 
ing an amendment to the constitution, by 
striking out tbe article which forbids laying a 
tax on articles exported from any State. 

Mr. Ric 3 reported back from the Naval com- 
mittee the bin providing for the education of 
naval constructors Aid engineer J at the naval 
academy. 

Grdered to be printed and recommitted 
with instructions to report at the expiration 
of an hour. 

The House went into committee on the 
amendatory National Btnk bill. 

Mr. Brooks made a finance speech and indi- 
cated his objection to the bill. 

Tbe amendments to the bank bill are boing 
discussed. 

The House committee on the Judiciary was 
yesterday discharged from the further consid- 
eration of the members asking for the im- 
peachment of Judge Miller, of Wisconsin, 
there being nothing against him to lustily 
such a proceeding. 

"£9 Fort DbRussby, Red Riybr, La.. I 
!ff March 17, via Cairo March 28. [ 

This fort was ciptnred to-day by the U. S. 
forces under Gen. 8mitb. 

The expedition left Vicksburg on the 10th, 
landed at Semmes Point on the 13th and 
marched to liiyou Glace, where Gen Scnnys 
rebel brigade had been encamped, but which 
fled on the approach of our troops, leaving a 
considerable quantity of camp equipage and 
commissary stores. Gen. Smith pressed for- 
ward to Y/ellow Btyou, where strong fortill 
e it uns had been erectad, but the rebels fled 
again as we came up. The enemy was pressed 
and some skirmishing occurred, resulting 'n 
the capture of several prisoners and a small 
wagon tralD. At daylight the entire command 
started for Fort DeRusaeo, twenty-eisrht miles 
distant, and at three r.'clock the Third and 
Fourth Indiana bat'.eries opened on the fort, 
which replied vigorously with three of its 
heaviest guns. The cannonading continued 
for an hour, when Gen Smith ordered the First 
and Second Illinois, Sixteenth corpe, under 
Gen. Mower, to charge the enemy's nti> pita 
lad storm the fort. The Fifty-eighth, Fifty 
ninth and Sixtieth Indiana, and the Thirty- 
fourth Missouri regiments charged over the 
deep ditches and thick abattaa amid a galling 
fire, and within twenty minutes after the or 
oer was issued the color Sergeant of the Fifth 
Illinois planted the American flsg on the fort. 

The victory was complete and resulted in 
the cspture of 825 prisoners, iaeludintf 04 
commissioned officers, 1 29 inch Dahtgren 
gun, 2 4-pouuaeis, 4 32-pounders, 2 6-pound- 
era, a lot of imall arms, 2 000 bbls. of fine 
powder, an immense quantity of assorted 
ammunition, and stveral thousand dollars' 
worth of commissary stores. 

Fort de Russey is a most formidable woik, 
quadrangular shaped, and bastion and bomb 
proof, covered with railroad iron. A power- 
lul waiter battery connects with the fort, the 
casemates of which are capable of resisting 
6hot ami shell of the heaviest calibre. The 
position of the guns was capital for lapid aad 
tfftctive Are on all biats attempting to go up 
or down the river. About GOO negroes were 
employed for a year in constructing the fort. 

Gee Smi.h will superintend the destiuc- 
tionof the fortifications to-morrow. It will 
take 8,000 men two or threa days to destroy 
them. 

Glorious news may be expected from Gen- 
erals Banks and Smith in two weeks. Their 
cksigns are strong and positive. 

Among the artillery captured was two guns 
telontrng to the schooner Morning Light, 
two rifled gnns for the Harriet Lane, captured 
l ist npring otf Sibine Pass, and one gun from 
the Iadianola, which was suuk in the Missis 
sippi last year. 

The rebels boast that their iron-plated ram 
M 6souri on this river can sink any gunboat 
In our navy. The Wtbb and Mary Jane are 
also considered impregnable to any of our flo- 
tilla. 

Admiral Porter has been busily engaged for 
the last three days in removing the obstruc- 
tions from Red river, cocststing of raft* and 
piles driven into the channel. 

Transports are now proceeding up the rlytr 
without interruption. 

Cairo, March 24. 

The steamer nannibal from New Orleans, 
16ch, arrived to-night with 800 hogsheads of 
sugar. 200 barrels of molasses, 200 barrels of 
tir, 150 box«s of oranges and lemons for St. 
Louis, and about 100 of the Fourth Illinois 
cavalry veterans. 

The clerk furnishes thr following summary 
of commercial newt: business brisk with go d 
juaiket for srucles of produce: cattle end veg- 
etables in much demand and commanding 
good prices; beef advanced to 23@24 cente; 
mules in good demand. 

No armed rebels are heard of in the vicinity 
of the river, caving, it is said, abandoned that 
mode of warfare for the present. 

Tbe steamer St. Patrick, from Memphis on 
the22.i, for Cincinnati, passed up with 1,000 
bales cotton. 

Gen. Hurl but arrived this evening en route 
for the South. 

Five hundred and seventy recruits from 
Iowa went South to-night to fill up old regi- 
meuts. 

Cairo, March 24. 

The Cairo newspaper contains the follow- 
ing list of vessels comprising Admiral Por- 
ter s Red River expedition: 

Fort Hciman 7 guns, Cricket 8, Lafayette 0, 
Neo3ha 4, Oztrk 3, Etstport 9, Choctaw 8, 
O'sge 3, Chllicothe 8, Lou-sville 14. Caron 
dolet 14. Benton 18, Pittsburg 14, Gazelle 8, 
Mound City 14, General Price 9, Lexington 8, 
Omebita 39, Blnck Uawk 13. Of these the 
Ozark aud Oaage are turretted vessels, the 
Lafayette, E*aiport, Ccoctaw, Chill icothe, 
B:ton, Caroadelet, Louisville, Pittsburg, 
Mound City are iron-clads. The L^xingtou 
is one of the three wooden boats which were 
first put in commission on the Mississippi. 
The Ouachita and Black Hawk are formidable 
wooden vessels partially plated, balance iron- 
clad. 

The Autocrat, Jjha Biine, Baltic, Diana 
and hospkal boat Woodford of the marine 
brigade accompany the expedition, also fit- 
teen transport?. 

Cairo, March 24. 
A rebtl force, estimated at 7,002, with ar- 
tillery, uud'r Forrest, advanced northward 
as far as Obion river last night. At thiee 
o'clock this morning their advance drove in 
our pickets south of Union City later in the 
evenirg, tbev cut off communication with 
Colurabu» Ky., by destroying the railroad, 
cutting the telegrap'i wires and burning 
bridges. Our fore M at C>lumbu« had gone 
to meet them, and flriDg ia the direction of 
Union City was heard at Columbus this morn 
ing. An adequate force, under Gen. Bray 
man, left here this morning for Columbus, 
thence to meet the enemy. Advi2es from 
Columbus up to 3 o'clock this afternoon, fur 
uish nothing later. 

Nkw York, March 24. 

The following Is a copy of a private dis- 
patch: 

"Milwai ker. March 24.— Boats for Idaho 
leave Lacrosse on the 16.u of April, and St. 
Johns on the 25.h of April. The river is 
closed again, and the ice will not admit of 
their leaving sooner."

Cairo, March 23. 

We have good news from the Red river ex- 
peditiou, which comes from undoubted au- 
thority. Gen. A. J. Smith landed bis forces 
from transports a few miles below Fort De- 
Russey. The rebel General Taylor promotly 
marched against him with his whole force, 
and attacked him in his rear. General Smith, 
instead of attempting to keep up communica- 
tlon with the river, proceeded by forced 
marches toward the fort. When Taylor saw 
the trick he started for the same destination, 
and for a time the race seemed doubtful, but 
finally the Yankees came in about three hours 
ahead, capturing the fort and eleven guns- 
four of them Parrolts, one 11-inch and several 
3- pounders; also three hundred prisoners. 

This givee Gen. Smith a strong foothold on 
the country, and enabled the Commodore to 
proceed to Alexandria with his gunboats 
without opposition.

The state of oar foreign trade U such that it most be a 
long time before we oan possibly get gold and sUver 
enough to answer all the purposes of cut rency. siace 
our Imports just now are exceeding our exports. We 
can get this coin only by buying it from other countries. 
We cannot get California gold but by buying It as the 
F.ngllsh are doing by selling the Califbrnlacs something 
they want more than gold. It Is a question worthy of 
consi Jeratlon whether by concert of action thay may 
not bring business i»..ek to a specie basis, and at the 
same time do the currency business for those who desire 
it. They cannot he required to redeem their present 
issues with coin, and by Usuing new notes made upon 
their face "payable In gold" It Is possible, if the move- 
ment were iu.de simultaneous In different places and 
only by the b nkg In tbe best credit, their Issues might 
be kept out to considerable extent and the public gain 
tte advantage that may arLe from a legitimate paper 
currency. Only those wanting confidence in the banks 
would demand redemption and those now hoarding gold 
would in many instunc?* make their deposits of coin 
with the 1. ink*. Iu this way the coin which Is now In a 
great measure useless, mixht gradually get into circula- 
tion and be a public benefit. The notes made on the 
loanes of such Issues would of course have to be made 
pa} able In coin, or the notes of such specie paying banks 
as might be bankable at the time of payment. Tbe ad- 
vantage to the banks would not perhaps be immediate, 
but after a ehort time public confidence might be such 
as to enable the banks safely to extend their issue - be 
yond the amount of the specie In their vaults.

The national authorities have adopted the 
follow It g law: 

8e« 24. And be it further enacted, That all 
able-bodied male colored persons, between 
the age* of twenty and forty-five years, resi- 
dent in the United State?, shall be enrolled 
ccording to the provisions of this ae', and of 
the act to which this is an amendment, and 
form part of the national forces; and when a 
slave of a loyal master shall be drafted and 
mustered into tbe service of the United 
States, his master shall have a certificate there- 
of: and thereupon such slave shall be free, and 
the bounty ot one hundred dollars, now pay- 
able by law for each drafted man, shall be 
paid to the person to whom such drafted per 
son was owing service or labor at the time of 
Ms muster into the service of the United 
States. Tbe Secretary of War shall appoint 
a commission in each of tbe slave States rep- 
resented in Congress, charged to award to 
each loyal pet sou to wh :>m a colored volun- 
teer msy ewe service a just compensation, net 
exceeding three hundred dollars, for each 
such colored volunteer, pavable out of the fund 
derived from commutations, and every such 
colored vo'.unteer, on beirg mustered into 
the service, shall be free. And In all case3 
where men of color have been heretofore en- 
lifted, or have volunteered in the military 
service of the United States, all the provision's 
of this act, so far as the payment of bounty 
and compensation are provided, shall be 
equally applicable as to those who may be 
hereafter recruited. But men of color, draft 
id or enlisted, or who may volunteer into the 
military servie?, while they shall be credited 
on the quotas of the Bevcral States or eub 
divisions of States wherein they are respect 
ively drafted, enlisted, or shall volunteer, 
shall not be assigned as Suite troop?, but shall 
be mustered into regiments or companies as 
United States colored troops. 

The Board of Enrollment of this District 
In obedience to the amended act of Enroll- 
ment, will proceed at once to ihe execution 
of this law. In order to expedite the work 
to give the least possible inconvenience to tbe 
owners of slaves and to make the enrollment 
as perfect as it can be made, we announce the 
following regulations:

The ram Avenger, Capt. Wright, arrived 
this morning from the mouth of Red river, 
where she was met by tbe gunboat Cricket, 
from which she received dispatches and orders 
from Rear Admiral Porter to return.

!• march to tbe rear and attack him. 

Skirmishing commenced on Smith's right 
flank, before he was aware of the exact where- 
abouts ot the enemy. Being informed of Tav- 
lor's design, be exclaimed: "Now for a race 
between the rebels and us for the fort." By 
» quick movement Smith, with his army, suc- 
ceeded in reaching Fort Darussey three houre 
before Taylor came up. A charge was made, 
aud some fighting occurred, during which our 
troops bad about forty killed and wounded. 

The fort was very easily taken, with 213 
j.rl?ouers, all the g«rri.on, one 11 -inch guc, 
which the rebels had taken off the gunboat 
Indianola and mounted, also two 30 pound 
Parrotw from the ram Queen of the Wist, two 
b.ng oJ-p^uiders from tbe Harriett Laue, and 
four other gurs.

Section 15 h thus defines these powers : 

Sec. 15 And be it further enacted, That Pro- 
vost Marshals, Boards of Enrollment, or any 
member thereof, acting by authority of the 
Board, shall have power to summon witnesses 
in behalf of the Government, and enforce their 
attendance by attachment without previous 
payment of lees in icy case pending before 
them, or either of them; and the fees allowed 
for witnesses attending under summons shall 
be six cents per mile for mileage, counting 
one way; and no other fees or costs shall be 
allowed under the provisions ot this section; 
aud they shill have power to administer oaths 
and affirmations. And any person who shall 
wiiltully and corruptly 6wear or affirm falsely 
before any Provost Marshal or Board of En- 
roBment, or member tnereof, acting b* au- 
thority of the Board, or who shall before any 
civil magistrate wiiliully and corruptly swear 
or affirm falsely to any affidavit to be used in 
any case pending before any Provost Marshal 
or Board of Enrollment, shall, on conviction, 
be fined not exceeding five hundred doUars 
and imprisoned not less than six months, nor 
more than twelve months. Ihe drafted men 
shall have process to bring in witnesses, but 
without mileage. 

The attention of the enrolling officers is spe- 
cially directed to the 12th section of the act 
of tnrollment, and they arc r.q tirtd to see to 
a faithlui observance of Ihe provisions of that 
section. All violations must oe reported, with 
ihe facte, to these headquarters. 

Sbc. IS. And be it fartfter enacted. That any 
person who shall forcibly resist or oppose 
any enrollment, or who shall incite, counsel, 
encourage, or who shall conspire or con- 
federate with any other person or persons 
forcibly to rtciu or oppose any 6uch enroll 
mcnt, or who shall aid, or assist, or lake any 
part iu any forcible reststarco or opposition 
tnereto, or wio shall a**ault, obstruct, hinder, 
impede, or threaten any ojfixr or cttier person 
employed in making, or in aiding to make\ such 
enroUtneni, or employed in the performance, #r in 
aiding in the performance, of any service in any 
u-jy relating ihereto, or in arresting, or aiding 
to arrest any spy or deserter from the milita- 
ry service of the United S.a'ei, shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, iu any couri competent to try 
the offense, te punis/ied by a fine not exceeding 
fioe thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not 
exceeding five years, or by both of said punish- 
ments, in the discretion of the court. 

The enrolling officers are enjoined to give 
prompt aueniion to all who present them- 
selves under these regulations, and to put the 
people to the least possible inconvenience 
that may be consonant with the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of their office.
